derfully well looked after by detectives: --- onay-|-~ 
in all its forms ia plentiful there, and the aim. 
of the poliva is to pravent those huge ond ; 
paralysing thefts which are the.work of a mo-, 
ment, and sre soldom trackd; Wall Street had 
its great lesson about twenty-five years ogo. 
when Mr, Lord, oweer of the. Lord Gourt 
Building, hed. nearly two million dollors 
abstracted from hig sate in the afternoon, and 
in (he very room in which he was sitting. ‘The 
two thieves who brought off this robbory were 
never found, thengh some of . the ‘atelen 
secnrities tarned up in Londen. Thore are now 
probably more experienced detectives in this 
wealthy area than in any other of the eatne size. 
Twenty men frow. the Detective Bureau,
